The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Mutrai or 

Qui. 

Note Qui figs. 4 and 5 more specifically steps 3, 4 and 5 yield a structure of a 
vibration plate of monocrystal silicon (#20), a piezoelectric film (#402), the vibrational 
plate being sandwiched between oxide layers (S1)2 #30), the d1 + d2 D1 and di+d2 + 
D1 less than 5 D2 are evident from the drawings and the dimensions given in the 
descriptive text. The piezo material can be a ceramic composition (col. 4 In 1-10). 
Murai, figs. 2a, 2b similarly shows a monocrystal silicon diagraphm #101, sandwiched - -- - - 
by S1 dioxide layers #102, #103 and a ceramic piezoelectric film #105. It is noted that 
the referenced structures are only intermediate products for both Qui and Murai, but 
these claims are only drawn to "a piezoelectric structure" so the references directly 
teach the claimed structure. 

Claims 7-11 are allowed.
